Gentlemen: 


I am just finishing the manuscript of a book which will serve several 
purposes but which perhaps can best be called a manual for the reconstruc- 
tion work of the various =Ex-service organizations of the world. [I am adding 
an extensive appendix consisting chiefly of short selective bibliographies. 
These are on subjects which seem to me essential in the formation of stand- 
ardized industrial and civic educational libraries. My ideal is the building 
up of a chain of decentralized libraries in the posts of these Ex-service 
organizations, in industrial plants and as branches or departments of exist- 
ing pablic libraries. The separate bibliographies will also serve as guides 
to those interested in the several subjects. The list of subjects now contains 
over four hundred sixty items and includes the major sciences, industries, 
professions, arts, welfare methods and business reference media needs. 


To create confidence in the bibliographies I am having the books selected 
by experts in each subject covered. i am asking that they choose such books, 
magazines and pamphlets as they would like to see be a nucleus on their subject 
in the type of library I outline. 4s nearly as [ can estimate there are, or have 
been, about five hundred twenty experts at work on this project, each a leader 
with a national or international rep tation in their fields. Their bibliographies 
supply something the ordinary coumunity lacks, a Competent Book selection Committee. 


Will you supply for this volume and purpose a balanced bibl iogr aphy on 
Nwaismatics? 


I recognize that there is much material which could be included in such a 
list, and that my request will mean some little effort for you. But the crying 
need for wider distribution of sound knowledge on this subject makes me feel 
justified in asking your expert aid in the creation of this list. The scope of 
this series of bibliographies makes it unnecessary for you to list material not 
strictly pertaining to your subject. I will be glad to have your list total 
S mgazines, and 10 books or pamphlets, all of which should be now in print 
and which I hope you will group under proper subheadings. I will also be glad if 
you can supply or recommend a suitable photograph or illustration to use with 
this bibliography. It will greatly assist my work if you can send this list 
within the next three or four weeks.
